Camp Meigs, June 20th 1813. 

Dear Sin—'I'wo men, onea French 
man and the other a private in the late 
Colonel Dudley’s regiment, have just 
arrived from Detroit, and from whom 
we have the important intelligence that 
the enemy contemplate another attack 
upon this garrison. 

The Frenchman states that the In. 
dians had for some time, been urging 
general Proctor to renew the attack,— 
A councilofwar was held a few days 
since, in which it was determined to re- 
new the attack on Fort Meigs ; and the 
combined forces were to set. oukon this 
day orto-morrow at furthest With that 
view. From every information, the In. 
dians would be about 4000 strong, with 
the expectations of additional reinforce- 
ments of perhaps as many more. 

The British Regulars from Fort 
George & Erie, had been sent for, and 
were expected at Malden about 1000 


strong. 


The Canadian militia had been paraded 
onthe 4th of June (the king’s birth day) 
and after a speech by the General, had 
been ordered to yield up their arms, 
being deemed unworthy his majesty’s 
service, 

Tecumsch was encamped at the River 
Rouge, near its mouth.

The Russians and Prussians, being appriz- 
ed of the arrival of the French Emperor at

allied army, and soon becomegeneral. The 
French were, as usual, well supplied with ar- 
tillery ; in this,as well as in infantry, parti- 
cularly the latter, the respective forces were 
nearly equal ; the French were deficient ia 
cavalry, but were so placed as to render tle 
approach of cavalry, towards them, difficult. 
The principal attack was against the village of 
Gross Gorschen, which was furiously assault- 
ed and desperately defended. It was carried 
at immense loss on both sides. In the course 
fof the day it was retaken, and again fell into 
the power of the allies. Several other villa- 
ge shared a like fate. 
attacking party when darkness put an erid to 
the murderous contest. The loss on each side 
was very considerable, but cotmected with 
no event that could give to the battle any de- 
cisive complexion, as respected the ultimate 
inoue oof the Gampalgn. Bonaparte entered 
Dresden on the 12th May, accompanied by 
the king of Saxony, who remains faithful to 
the French interest. Every appearance in- 
dicated that another general engagement must 
soon take place. 
The crown Prince of Sweden had embark- 
ed from Calscrona, about the 15th May, for the 
heatre of war. He was to receive from Ene- 
land 50,000 pounds sterling, a month; the 
English expedition for the North of Germany 
was in great forwardness; and the king® of 
Prussia had ordered a levy én masse in his 
dominions. ‘The French hero will undoubtedly 
meet these various efforts with correspondine 
measures. In the mean time, reports say, 
that a negotiation for a general peace is pro- 
grossing somewhere. lf wm St. Petersbure, 
naparte is probably on his march to give it 
effect. 
_ The French General (Davoust) had failed 
in several attacks on Hamburg—he was how- 
ever in possession of Wilhelmsburg, which 
commands the city and its fall was expected. 
The British government was preparing a flect 
of GUNS BOATS for defence of the city. The 
Danish negotiation, for a recognition of the 
neutrality of Hamburg, is said to have failed.

ADDRESS OF 
GEORGE WasHINGTON, 
Yo the People of the United States. 

(Concluded from our last.) 


Against the insidious wiles of foreign 
influence (1 conjure you to believe me, 
fellow-citizelis) the jealousy of a free 
people ougut to be consiantly awake ; 
since histury aud experience prove that 
foreign iniluence is one of the most bane- 
ful foes of republican government But 
that jealousy to be useful must be im- 
partial, else it becomes the intrument of 
the very influence to be avvided, instead 
of defence againt it. Excessive partia- 
ality for one foreign nation, and exces- 
sive dislike of another, cause those whom 
they actuate to see danger only on one 
side, and serve to veil, and even to se- 
cond the arts of influence on the other 
Real patriots, who may resist the in- 
trigues of the favorite, are liable to be- 
come suspected and odious ; while its 
tools and dupes usurp the applause and 
confidence. ofthe people to surrender 
their interests, 

The great rule of conduct for us, in 
regard to foreign nations, is in the ex- 
tending our commercial relations, to have 
with them as little political connexion 
as possible. So far as we already form- 
ed engagementsts let them be fulfilled 
with perfect good faith—Here let us 
stop. . 

Europe has a set of primary interests, 
which to us have none ora very remote 
relation. Hence she must be engaged 
in frequent controversies, the causes of 
which are essentially foreign to our con- 
cerns. Hence, therefore, it must be un- 
wise in us to implicate ourselves, by ar- 
tificial ties, in the ordinary combinations 
and collisions of her friendships, or ene- 
mities. 

Our detached and distant situation in- 
vites and enables us to pursue a different 
course. If we remain one people, un- 
der an efficient government, the period 
is not far off, when we may defy mate- 
rial injury from .cxternal annoyance ; 
when we take such an attitude as will 
cause the neutrality we may at any 
time resolye upon, to be scrupulously 
respected ; when belligerent nations un- 
der the impossibility 6f making acquisi 
tions upon us will not &ghtly hazard the 
giving us provocation ;.when' we may 
chose peace or war, as our interests 
guided by justice, shall counsel, 

Why forego the advantages of so pe 
tuliar a situation ? Why qu't our own to 
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interweaving our destiny with that of 
duy part of Europe, entangle our peace 
& prosperity in the the toils of Earopean 
aindition, rivalship, interest, humour, or 
cuprice ? 

‘lis our pelicy to steer clear of perma- 
nent ailiauces, with any portion of the 
world ; so far, 1 mean, as we are now 
at liberty to do it ; for let me be not un- 
'dérstood as capable of patronising infi- 
‘delity to existuig engagements. hold 
‘the maxim wo iess @pplicable to public 
than to private affairs, that honesty is al- 
|ways the best policy. I repeat it, there- 
| fore, let those engagements be observed 
in their genuine sense. But in my opin- 
on, -it is unnecessary and would be un- 
wise to extend them, 

‘Taking care always to keep ourselves, 
by suitable establishments, on a respeet 
able detensive posture, we may safely 
trust to temporary alliances for extraor- 
dinary emergencies.. 

Harmony, liberal intercourse with all 
nations, are recommended by policy, 
humanity and interest. But even our 
commercial policy should hold an equal 
and impartial hand ; neither seeking nor 
granting exclusive favours or preferen- 
ces ; consulting the natural course of 
things ; diffusing and diversifying by 
ponte meaus the streams of commerce,

dicpoced sm order to give 
trade a stuble course, to define the rigtits 
of our merchants, and to enable the go 
vernment to support them ; conventional 
rules of intercourse, the best that present 
circumstances and matual opinion will 
permit, bat temporary and hable to be 
from time to time abandoned or varied 
as experiente and circumstances shall 
dictate ; constantly keeping in view, 
that ‘tis folly in one nation to look for 
disinterested favours from ‘another ; that

It is sup- 
posed that the enemy has retreated with 
all-his force from Lake Ontario with 
the intention of cutting off this place —

The Express mail has just arrived 
from Franklinton, with the following 
important intelligence, for> which we 
are indebted to the politeness of Gover- 
nor Meigs.

Col, Ball’s squadron, 
and Major Croghan’s battalion were 
five miles in advance of Upper Sandus- 
ky this morning, and were pushing on 
to Lower Sandusky. 

Gen. Harrison, with, Anderson’s re- 
giment, left Lower Sandusky on Sun- 
day, for the Rapids. Johnson’s regi- 
ment had reached that place on the 25th 
ult. My letter further states that firing 
had been heard for two days in the di- 
rection of the Rapids. The Gen. must 
have got into the Fort the day before the 
firing commenced.
